"Writing in one of the national maga- 
zines of Japan, Mrs. Yosano says: 


To those'who are eating the bread 


of Ifdeness, .relying upon the Interest 
of their'money, the advance of price* 
is a blese,in», for they are reeJUlng 
enormous profits through the same 
cause. No wonder th«£ they are 
hoping for the continuation. of the 
war as long- as possible.-'Thes« upper 
snd middle 'class people do' not care a 
fig- if millions of Europeans should 
parish and bllllous of the third class 
people all over the world over should 
•tarve in body and spirit, BO long as 
they can wax rich and thereby "In- 
crease the wealth of.the country," as 
they «ay. This Is their true state of 
mind. This in th'a kind of interna- 
tional and commercial morality actu- 
ally entertained today by the upper 
and middle class nationals of > this 
benevolent a.nd chivalrous country, 
who are supposed to be the guardian 
deities of the principles of Bushldo. 
In short, wrote Mrs. Yosano, those 


on whorii the heaviest burden falls as 
a result of the advanced prices are 
our third class people -who are earn- 
ing their bread with their brains or 
with the sweat of their browa. These 
-are the people who scorn the con- 
temptible psychology of thieves, usu- 
rers, speculators and those who ex- 
pect windfalls, and strive with their 
own hands or brains to insure their 
own living1 and advancement. We 
never hope for luxury. What w» want 
is only th'e mean* sufficient to enable 
us to live and progress to- educate 
our children and to buy medicines In 
case of Illness. But even in ordinary 
peace time we find it difficult to get 
these requisites, and now In this war 
time wo find our labor can scarcely 
keep pace with the rapid advance of 
prices. There la a limit to our ca- 
pacity for work; and though our p«y 
has risen by ten or twenty per cent. 
It la far from meeting tlie emergency 
of those other prices which have risen 
by 50 and 100 per cent. 
Tho writer remarked that many good 
and respectable persona had been kind 
nongh to recommend what they called 
the "simple life" as a remedy for the 
existing situation. These people were 
crylny, "Economize and save," but It was 
not easy to follow that advice. She de- 
clared that the tendency to.luxurious life 
was- one of the marked traits of modern 
Japan and feared that it was spreading 
hroughout all classes, each person catch- 
ng- the infection from hl» fellows.

added: 
NO LUXURIES.

But among the^people for whom T 
speak luxury is out of the question; 
wo never think of It these days, and I 
do not think we can make our;%llf« " 
more simple than'It Is. We are fight- 
ing with difficulty to buy the essen- 
tials of life. If a simpler life thsn this 
Is -wanted we must seek It' in the 
grave. 
She go«s on to seize an illustration 


'rom her own existence. "As I am wru- 
ng tonight," she said, "my husband «nd 
one of our children, as well os myself, «r« 
troubled with a cold and some fever, t 
know very well that th« doctor's powder 
and water «r» quite powerless to subdue 
the fever, nnd I should like to use for ua 
all tho aspirin which we bought before 
the war for 30 sen (15 cents) per ounce;

cers, fish mongers, meat sellera, drug- 
gists,* irreengrocera,, drapers, fccnrectlon- 
ers, stationers and others did not sell the 
consumer the goods straight from • places 
of production or manufacture. On the 
contrary, most' of. them represented the 
penultimate stage - of the lon«7 devious 
transition process " th«ir" wares undergo 
between .the place of production and the 
homes. At each of these stages a tax was 
Imposed on the goods, so that when they 
arrived at the door of' the poor their 
prices had risen to double or even treble 
that for which the producer had sold 
them.

ment agreement with ihe San Francisco-Oak land Terminal 
Railways, whereby the latter may surrender its eighty dif- 
ferent franchises in Oakland for one "blanker" franchise 
covering ihe right to operate street railway line*. 


It is stipulated that in the proposed resettlement agree- 


ment the city shall have fifty percent representalion ,in,a 
board of control, shall receive fifty-five percent of the net 
profits of the company and shall reserve a perpetual option 
to purchase, at any time upon six monlhs' notice, and at 
the valuation fixed by. the .State. Railroad. Commission, 
such properties as used exclusively and are necessary in the 
operation of street car service. 


The detailed agreement for ihe resetllement franchise 


later will be submitted, to the vote of the people for their 
approval or rejection. .The proposed'amendment to'.be 
voted on ,tomorrow merely bestows authority (on the city 
council to discuss the terms of a resettlement agreement. It 
does not make any concession to any person or corporation. 
The interesls of the people are fully protected.

The soil is an .ancient; alluvium, the 'flne 
sediment carried by old rivers far out 
from the mountains, like! the-deposit now

In the larger part which 
lies beyond the pampas, the' other flv'e- 
sliths, there Is a. great extent of lands 
destined to pastoral pursuits; there are 
some real desert areas, and there are 
also r districts of great natural resources, 
which are either actual or potential con- 
tributors to the natural wealth. 


"The pampas are a, paradise for cat- 


tle in the average year when the rain 
nils the lakelets and the pastured whether 
freshly green or cured to natural hay, 
affords abundant feed. .Occasionally a 
dry season Intervenes; the water pools 
dry up; the plain becomes a -waterless 
desert. Formerfy in «uch years disaster 
overcame the herdsman and"-hts 'herds.
